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Employees'  voice 

rhe  two  "employee"  motions  at  the  B*anch 
Representatives  meeting  (p  649)  brought  forth  valid 
argument,  both  for  and  against.  In  essence,  it  was 
:hat  while  the  employees'  voice  needs  to  be  heard, 
separation  of  the  membership  into  "them"  and  "us" 
categories  of  status  can  do  nothing  but  harm  to  the 
Society's  professional  unity. 

Both  motions  were  defeated,  and  probably  rightly  so, 
out  there  remains  the  fact  that  general  practice 
smployees  have  little  opportunity  to  make  their  views 
known — except,  of  course,  along  with  all  other  groups, 
through  the  branch  system. 

The  most  direct  route  for  these  views  to  come  before 
Council  is  through  the  general  practice  subcommittee 
Df  the  Practice  Committee.  As  at  present  constituted, 
this  subcommittee  has  no  member  who  is  an 
"'employee"  in  the  intended  sense  of  the  word  (Mr 
J.  T.  M.  Ross,  Boots  superintendent,  comes  nearest 
to  fulfilling  the  role).  But  surely  it  could  be  arranged 
that  an  eleven-strong  committee  included  at  least  two 
amployee  representatives. 

We  suspect  that  employees  are  hopeful  that  it  will 
De  "grass  roots"  opinion  that  gets  an  airing,  so  there 
needs  to  be  a  tight  definition  of  employee  that 
would  exclude  those  whose  role  is  nearer  to  that  of 
'deputy  owner"  than  to  that  of  "patients'  friend". 

Given  this  access  to  Council,  how  would  the 
epresentatives  ensure  they  know  the  will  of  their 
colleagues?  Hospital,  agricultural  and  veterinary,  and 
ndustrial  representatives  can  all  be  appointed  to  their 
appropriate  subcommittees  with  the  backing  of  a 
Dractice  group  within  the  Society — groups  that  hold 
neetings  and  elections  and  have  well-defined 
channels  of  communication.  Until  recently,  the  Guild 
cf  Hospital  Pharmacists  acted  as  the  "outside"  body 
/vhich  was  in  tune  with  those  it  represents;  it  could 
:hus  be  consulted  about  suitable  appointments  to  the 
lospital  practice  subcommittee.  The  employees, 
lowever,  have  no  such  organisation. 

Divisive 

iA/e  could  not  agree  more  with  Mr  Bannerman  that 
:o  form  an  employee  group  within  the  Society  would 
oe  to  divide  by  status  rather  than  by  area  of  practice — 
a  retrograde  action.  But  the  first  steps  may  have  been 
taken  towards  a  new  independent  body.  Mr  S.  Boney, 
secretary  to  Boots  Joint  Pharmacists'  Association,  is 
Dn  record  as  saying  that  his  Association  is 
'completely  independent  of  the  Boots  Company  Ltd" 
and  aims  "to  be  the  stimulus  for  the  formation  of  a 
national  association  of  all  general  practice  employee 
Dharmacists".  If  that  aim  is  to  be  realised,  the  first 
step  might  be  to  change  the  title  and  act  as  a  "nucleus" 
rather  than  a  "stimulus". 

I  Unfortunately,  past  experience  of  the  Salaried 
3harmacists'  Union  does  not  suggest  that  stimulating 
Jmployee  interest  or  unity  will  be  an  easy  matter. 
3ut  EEC  entry  has  presented,  arguably,  a  threat  to  the 


employees'  future  and  this  is  the  time  to  capitalise  on 
their  new-found  greater  interest  in  pharmaceutical 
politics. 

Another  factor  is  that  within  the  representative 
committees  of  the  reorganised  NHS,  pharmacists 
from  multiples,  proprietors  and  those  in  the  hospital 
service  find  themselves  seeking  a  common  purpose — 
with  the  future  success  of  pharmacy  in  meeting  the 
needs  of  the  public  the  only  goal. 

The  pressure  that  that  may  thrust  upon  individuals 
to  put  the  profession,  and  the  service  it  provides, 
above  all  other  interests  cannot  but  stimulate  greater 
professional  unity. 

Helping  ostomists 

Are  ostomy  patients  receiving  the  service  they  need  ? 
The  psychological  trauma  of  a  colostomy  or  ileostomy 
operation  is  not  helped  by  the  lack  of  liaison  which 
can  exist  between  hospitals,  general  practitioners  and 
appliance  suppliers. 

Too  often  the  patient  leaves  hospital  with  inadequate 
after-care,  the  surgeon  satisfied  with  his  handiwork 
and  that  he  has  saved  the  patient's  life.  But  what  of 
the  quality  of  that  life?  The  patient  may  receive  little 
help  from  his  general  practitioner  who  perhaps  has 
never  treated  an  ostomist  before  and  has  no  idea  of 
the  wide  range  of  equipment  available  (see  pp  661- 
670).  The  doctor  may  not  even  examine  the  stoma  and 
may  prescribe  "colostomy  bags"  when  the  patient  has 
an  ileostomy  or  urine  stoma.  The  wrong  appliance  can 
lead  to  misery  for  the  patient  who  may  suffer  problems 
of  leakage,  soreness  and  odour  with  eventual  social 
withdrawal  and  rejection  of  the  stoma's  existence.  He 
may  be  too  embarassed  to  seek  help,  ignorant  of  the 
specialised  services  available  and  thinking  that 
discomfort  is  part  of  his  lot. 

It  is  an  opportunity  for  a  positive  approach  by  the 
pharmacist  who  can  ask  the  patient  whether  he  is 
satisfied  with  the  equipment  he  is  receiving  and,  if  not, 
refer  him  to  reliable  fitting  services  or  to  organisations 
such  as  the  Colostomy  Welfare  Group  or  Ileostomy 
Association  (see  p  665).  Both  have  frequently  been 
"amazed"  at  how  long  patients  have  suffered 
needlessly  before  seeking  advice.  Stoma  clinics  are 
being  established  throughout  the  country  and  home 
visits  can  be  arranged  if  necessary. 

These  problems  were  highlighted  at  the  Branch 
Representatives  meeting  (p  651 )  by  North  Staffordshire 
who  suggested  that  pharmacists  should  be  allowed  to 
advertise  that  they  provide  ostomy  equipment,  that  a 
central  appliance  supply  depot  be  established  by  the 
Department  of  Health  and  that  ostomists  leaving 
hospital  should  be  given  supply  cards  with  details  of 
the  appliances  needed.  The  Branch  said  the  Department 
has  been  considering  the  matter  of  supply  cards  for  at 
least  four  years.  Surely  the  matter  should  not  be 
delayed  any  longer. 
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Hospital  pharmacy  loses 
two  Council  places

Hydergine  'is  effective' 
ruling  by  FDA 

Hydergine,  named  in  the  Guardian  attack 
on  "ineffective"  drugs  (last  week,  p  602), 
has  now  been  upgraded  by  the  US  Food 
and  Drug  Administration  from  "possibly 
effective"  to  "effective". 

The  particular  symptoms  cited  are  de- 
pression, confusion,  self-care,  unsociability 
and  dizziness.  The  makers,  Sandoz,  claim 
that  Hydergine  is  the  first  product  to  be 
rated  effective  by  FDA  in  the  symptom 
complex  usually  indicative  of  cerebro- 
vascular insufficiency  and  the  only  pro- 
duct on  the  UK  market  to  achieve  that 
status.  A  number  of  double-blind  trials 
are  said  to  confirm  the  beneficial  clinical 
effects  in  elderly  patients  with  impaired 
mental  function.  The  drug  is  also  said  to 
be  most  effective  in  patients  with  mild  to 
moderate  impairment,  before  neurone 
death  has  occurred.

:action  of  all  concerned." 

□  Mr  J.  Wright,  as  NPU  secretary,  has 
written  to  members  in  the  latest  pink 
supplement  explaining  the  reasons  why 
'chemist"  is  being  dropped  from  Care 
advertising.  He  points  to  the  fact  that 
Boots  do  not  need  to  use  the  title  in 
advertising  since  it  appears  on  their 
facias  throughout  the  country,  while  the 
Co-operative  movement  has  been 
using,  "chemists"  and  "pharmacies"  in 
advertising  over  the  past  15  months. 

"But  the  policy  of  the  Council  was  clear. 
They  regarded  the  inclusion  of  the  pro- 
tected title,  'chemist',  as  advertising  pro- 
fessional services  by  implication.  Whether 
or  not  the  Council  were  correct  in  law  in 
holding  that  view  and  whether  their  action 
could  be  regarded  as  unlawful  as  a  re- 
straint of  trade  could  only  have  been 
settled  by  obtaining  an  injunction,  that  is 
by  direct  confrontation  in  the  courts.  The 
NPU  Executive  Committee  decided  by  a 
narrow  majority  to  avoid  such  a  head-on 
clash  and  the  delay  that  would  result  from 
it.  But  obviously  the  position  must  be  kept 
under  review  in  the  light  of  all  the  pres- 
sures on  NPU  members  from  all  quarters." 

Use  of  title  to  continue  in  Nl? 

Despite  wide  pread  disruption  in  Northern 
Ireland  due  to  the  strike,  three  successful 
meetings  of  retail  pharmacists  were  held 
in  Belfast  and  Londonderry  last  week  to 
launch  the  Care  chemist  group  in  Northern 
Ireland. 

The    235    Northern    Ireland  chemists 


attending  the  three  launch  meetings  agreed 
unanimously  that  all  Northern  Ireland 
advertising  should  continue  to  use  the  title 
"chemist".  Of  the  600  retail  pharmacists 
in  Northern  Ireland,  close  on  200  are 
already  group  members. 

Membership  scheme 

The  NPU  are  to  launch  a  group  scheme 
for  RAC  membership  at  attractive  rates 
of  subscription.  The  executive  approved 
plans  for  the  scheme  at  its  May  meeting 
this  week.

Nl  pharmacies  'coping' 

Ulster  pharmacies  were  this  week  working 
under  a  very  severe  handicap  but  were 
managing  to  cope,  according  to  Mr  G.  M. 


The  Director  General  of  Fair  Trading, 
Mr  J.  Methven  announced  last  week  that 
he  is  putting  proposals  to  the  Consumer 
Protection  Advisory  Committee  (CPAC) 
for  controls  on  the  taking  of  payments 
by  shops  and  mail  order  traders  on  goods 
for  supply  at  a  later  date.  He  is  also 
seeking  information  about  six  trading 
practices  to  assess  whether  any  are  work- 
ing to  the  detriment  of  consumers. 

In  his  reference  to  the  CPAC — -his 
second  since  the  Office  of  Fair  Trading 
opened  last  November  (for  the  first  see 
C&D  April  27,  p.  499)— Mr  Methven  is 
putting  forward  proposals  to  control  by 
ministerial  order  the  situation  in  which 
consumers  are  asked  to  make  pre-payments 
when  ordering  goods  without  having  any 
specific  assurance  about  delivery  dates. 

He  suggests  it  should  be  a  criminal 
offence  to  advertise  mail  order  goods  for 
which  money  must  be  sent  in  advance 
without  stating  in  the  advertisement  what 
the  dispatch  period  will  be. 

Mr  Methven  said  he  had  also  proposed 
that  shopkeepers  and  other  traders  who 
took  £10  or  more  by  way  of  deposit  or 
advance  payment  for  goods  for  supply  at 
a  later  date  must  agree  to  refund  the 
money  on  request  if  the  goods  were  not 
supplied  by  the  promised  date.  He  did 
not  intend  that  the  proposal  should  pre- 
clude the  extension  of  the  delivery  period 


Armstrong,  president  of  the  Ulster 
Chemists'  Association. 

Mr  Armstrong  told  C&D  on  Tuesday 
that  they  were  still  getting  wholesaler  de- 
liveries, which  were  classed  as  emergency 
services  and  allowed  to  drive  anywhere  in 
the  Province.  The  electricity  supply  was 
on  for  only  four  hours  at  a  time,  enough 
to  keep  refrigerators  going,  but  pharma- 
cists had  had  to  improvise  lighting  for  the 
rest  of  the  day. 

The  Ulster  Workers  Council,  who  had 
called  a  strike  in  the  Province,  had  asked 
pharmacies  and  food  shops  to  open 
2-6  pm  on  Monday  but,  according  to  Mr 
Armstrong,  most  pharmacies  had  opened 
for  the  whole  day  and  on  Tuesday  90  per 
cent  were  open  as  usual.  The  public  were 
said  to  be  congratulating  pharmacists  for 
keeping  things  going. 

Mr  Armstrong  pointed  out  that  the 
main  difficulty  was  the  hold-up  of  sup- 
plies of  imported  medicines.

A  letter  from  the  office  of  Fair  Trading 
was  posted  last  week  to  certain  Iccal 
authorities  and  consumer  organisations 
asking  for  information  about  six  trading 
practices. 

The  six  practices  are: 

□  Passing  off  business  sales  as  private 
sales. 

□  Misleading  price  information — either 
an  advertised  price  excluding  VAT,  or 
failure  to  make  it  sufficiently  clear  that 
an  advertised  price  excludes  certain  other 
charges. 

□  Price  comparisons — indications  that 
the  selling  price  is  less  than  some  other 
prices  or  some  notional  worth  or  value, 
or  that  the  consumer  will  "save",  or 
receive  a  "discount".  Typical  examples 
are  comparisons  with  manufacturers'  re- 
commended prices  and  the  advertisement 
which  says,  "Worth  £55 — our  price  £40". 
O  Selling  goods  to  groups  of  housewives 
who  have  been  invited  to  a  coffee  party  or 
similar  event  in  a  private  house. 

□  Attempts  (other  than  party  plan  selling) 
to  sell  goods  and  services  to  consumers 
in  their  own  homes,  with  or  without 
invitation. 

□  One  day  sales — trading  by  persons  who 
hire  a  hall  or  similar  premises  for  shor* 
periods,  often  one  day.

Topical  reflections

Once  more 


Well  might  the  Association  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry,  in  the 
face  of  yet  another  attack,  summon  its  members  with  a  rallying  cry  of 
"once  more  unto  the  breach,  dear  friends,  once  more",  even  if  some  of 
the  preparations  recommended  for  such  purposes  are  no  longer  in  favour 
in  the  United  States. 

I  agree  with  you  that  the  industry  has  not  filled  the  breach  astutely  in  its 
first  reactions  to  the  article  published  by  the  Guardian.  It  came  as  a 
surprise  to  me  to  learn  that  a  parent  company  had  withdrawn  a  particular 
preparation  but  that  the  British  company  continued  to  market  it  and  would 
not  feel  obliged  to  follow  the  lead.  Indeed,  the  comments  of  manufacturers! 
were  astonishing. 

Dr  J.  M.  McGilchrist,  Warner's  medical  director,  is  reported  as  saying 
that  he  was  unaware  that  his  company's  nasal  spray  had  not  been 
withdrawn  from  the  US  market  and  he  was  not  particularly  concerned.  I 
had  no  idea  that  there  was  so  little  communication  within  a  large, 
international  concern,  and  I  can  well  understand  Dr  McGilchrist's  initial 
reaction  in  the  circumstances.  He  said  "I  would  have  to  know  the  reasons 
why  they  have  removed  the  drug.  What  is  effective  in  one  country  may  not 
be  effective  in  another".  I  should  have  imagined  that  the  medical  director 
would  also  like  to  know  why  he  had  not  been  informed  of  the  removal. 

Another  firm  stated  "British  doctors  continue  to  prescribe  those  drugs 
and  they  certainly  regard  them  as  efficacious.  We  shall  continue  to  market 
them  so  long  as  there  is  a  demand".  And,  of  course,  there  will  continue  to  I 
be  a  demand  so  long  as  the  preparations  are  kept  in  the  physician's  mind  bj 
literature,  personal  call  and  sampling.  Mr  Peter  Lumley,  of  the  ABPI, 
writes  that  they  are  content  to  rest  their  case  on  the  judgment  of 
experienced  medical  practitioners  who,  by  the  confidence  they  placed  in 
products  wrongly  condemned  as  "ineffective",  cast  considerable  doubt  on  | 
the  validity  of  the  (American)  review  body's  classification. 

Content 

Content  must,  of  course,  be  relative,  just  as,  in  the  words  of  a  sales 
director  of  a  major  drug  firm  "Medicine,  when  all  is  said  and  done,  is 
such  a  personal  thing.  "That  old  saying  that  one  man's  meat  is  another 
man's  poison  is  very  true".  Yet  the  Guardian  reports  that  in  one  month  of 
this  year,  a  North  London  group  medical  practice  received  more  than 
100  lbs  of  promotional  literature  from  drug  companies,  including  13  plastic 
markers,  three  clipboards,  22  notepads,  four  pocket  diaries,  one  traction 
engine  print  and  15  long-playing  records. 

Leaving  aside  for  the  moment  the  traction  engine  print,  that  seems  to  be 
a  fair  amount  of  material  to  produce  the  crux  of  the  matter  which  Mr 
Peter  Lumley  describes  thus  "The  real  effectiveness  of  a  product  can  only 
be  assessed  by  doctors'  observation  of  responses  obtained  in  patients 
whether  under  clinical  trial  conditions  or  in  routine  family  practice. 

"In  the  final  analysis,  it  is  on  the  medical  profession's  judgment  that  the 
continuing  demand  and,  in  consequence,  the  availability  of  a  product 
depends".  The  ABPI  will  not  sheathe  their  swords  for  lack  of  argument.

A  solution  to 
rural  area 
problems? 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
has  recently  received  from  the  Department 
of  Health  proposals  for  solving  the  dis- 
pensing in  rural  areas  controversy,  Mr 
D.  E.  Sparshott  told  the  Society's  annual 
meeting  last  week. 

The  proposals  had  been  made  in  confi- 
dence, but  the  president  said  they  would 
be  debated  with  the  Department,  "and  I 
suppose  eventually  with  the  medical  pro- 
fession". Council  appreciated  the  member- 
ship's concern  about  the  deteriorating 
situation,  and  everything  possible  had  been 
done  to  obtain  an  earlier  solution  —  but 
without  success.  Mr  Sparshott  hoped  a 
fuller  statement  could  be  made  "within 
the  next  few  weeks." 

Commenting  on  the  announcement,  Mr 
S.  Bubb,  Poole,  said  he  had  just  discussed 
the  problem  with  a  dispensing  doctor  on 
his  local  Family  Practitioner  Committee 
who  put  a  three-point  argument:  — 
Doctors  were  not  overworked  and  could 
easily  take  on  the  conduct  of  a  pharma- 
ceutical business  (who  started  the  notion 
that  doctors  are  overworked?  asked  Mr 
Bubb);  doctors  like  doing  dispensing,  and 
"you  will  never  stop  doctors  doing  dis- 
pensing". Mr  Bubb  said  it  was  a  funda- 
mental problem  for  pharmacy  "when  an- 
other profession  could  usurp  our  functions 
without  some  of  the  restrictions  which 
govern  our  actions."  He  called  upon 
Council  to  restore  the  profession's  honour. 

Bloomsbury  sale 

Reporting  on  the  sale  of  the  Society's 
Bloomsbury  properties  for  £4,207,500  in 
February  (the  freehold  had  been  purchased 
for  about  £250,000  in  1957),  the  president 
said  that  with  the  recent  fall  in  property 
values  "we  sold  for  the  best  possible  price 
at  the  peak  of  the  market".  He  hoped  the 
danger  of  further  taxation  on  property 
development  announced  by  the  Chancellor 
in  December  —  the  Society  would  be 
"caught"  for  a  very  considerable  amount 
—  had  been  averted  by  the  new  Finance 
Bill.  Building  at  Lambeth  of  the  new  head- 
quarters was  expected  to  take  27  months. 
In  the  discussion,  Mr  E.  J.  White  was 
given  details  of  the  investment  of  the  £4m 
pending  completion  of  the  new  building. 

The  president  reported  that  the  Society's 
membership  had  exceeded  30,000  for  the 
first  time  —  but  drew  attention  to  the  fall 
in  the  number  of  pharmacies  to  a  lowest- 
ever  11,673  at  the  end  of  1973. 

Turning  to  the  EEC  he  said  Council  had 
prepared  a  policy  document  on  pharma- 
ceutical education  which  would  be  pre- 
sented to  the  next  meeting  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Pharmacy  Group  of 
EEC.  The  suggestion  was  that  the  recom- 
mendations on  the  mutual  recognition  of 


medical  qualifications  should  be  applied 
to  pharmaceutical  qualifications. 

It  was  the  contention  of  the  EEC  In- 
dustrial Pharmacists  Group  (and  the 
Society)  that  a  pharmacist  is  pre-eminently 
the  person  to  whom  responsibility  should 
be  delegated  under  draft  directive  2.  The 
Group  had  just  submitted  a  policy  docu- 
ment in  support  of  their  contention  to  the 
Council  of  Ministers  in  Brussels  and  to 
the  EEC  Commission.  "As  might  be  ex- 
pected the  views  of  the  manufacturing  in- 
dustry in  Europe  differ  from  ours  but  it 
is  clear  that  we  must  support  and  defend 
to  finality  the  claims  of  pharmacy  and 
pharmacists  within  the  community." 

Mr  S.  Durham,  Sheffield,  suggested  that 


Proposal  for  contraceptive 

The  Planning  Committee  of  the  Inter- 
national Organisation  for  Standardisation 
has  recommended  the  creation  of  a  new 
technical  committee  for  birth  control  de- 
vices. Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  ISO 
Council,  this  will  be  the  Organisation's 
contribution  to  World  Population  Year. 

To  date,  the  national  standards  institu- 
tions of  twelve  countries  have  agreed  to 
participate  actively  in  the  work  of  such  a 
committee,  and  the  Swedish  Standards 
Institution  has  agreed  to  assume  the  secre- 
tariat responsibilities.

Post  Scripts 

Mr  White's  round 

An  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  might  sometimes  be  a  dull  affair 
were  it  not  for  the  inevitability  of  "White 
of  Westerham"  (Mr  E.  J.  White  who  was 
in  business  at  Westerham,  Kent)  at  the 
microphone.  A  colourful  personality  and 
a  hounder  of  presidents,  treasurers  and 
councils  alike,  he  had  —  as  he  himself 
admitted  —  rather  more  than  his  fair  share 
of  the  meeting  this  year. 

However,  he  extracted  from  the  plat- 
form details  of  the  investment  of  £4m 
deriving  from  the  sale  of  the  Bloomsbury 
properties,  of  "penalty  clauses"  and  the 
Lambeth  builders,  and  of  why  some  copies 
of  the  Society's  journal  "went  brown" 
rather  before  their  time  (it's  all  down  to 
natural  gas!). 

Mr  White  was  warmly  applauded  for  his 
painstaking  investigation  of  the  undersides 
of  stones,  but  it  was  in  a  non-financial 
matter  that  he  won  an  important  con- 
cession for  "democracy". 

He  challenged  the  fact  that  the  special 
general  meeting  to  approve  the  Blooms- 
bury sale  was  held  at  12  noon  following 
a  Council  meeting.  Who  could  have  been 
there  other  than  Council  members  and 
Society  staff,  he  inquired?  The  answer 
came  from  the  secretary  and  registrar  — 
only  four  of  the  50  or  more  present  were 
not  so  classified.  However,  Mr  Lewis  de- 
fended the  membership  equality  of  "staff", 
adding  that  the  only  two  votes  against  the 
sale  were  from  these  same  staff! 

Nevertheless,  the  president  conceded 
Mr  White's  point.  He  has  asked  that  any 
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the  number  of  general  practice  employe 
pharmacists  would  justify  the  foundatioj 
of  an  EEC  Groupement  for  them.  He  alsi 
asked  Council  to  mount  a  publicity  cam 
paign  to  advise  the  public  that  no  alcoho 
or  other  medicines  should  be  taken  durin; 
a  prescribed  course  of  treatment  withou 
the  doctor's  approval. 

The  treasurer,  Mr  H.  Steinman  drev 
attention  to  the  third  annual  surplus  in  ; 
row  —  £191,320,  against  £93,221  in  197 
and  £106,341  in  1972.  As  a  result,  he  ex 
pected  Council  might  decide  to  "let  thi 
fees  run  unchanged  for  another  year".  Thi

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Employees'  membership  group 
and  sub  committee  rejected 


Branch  Representatives  meeting 


Two  motions  calling  for  the  setting  up  of 
sodies  within  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
o  represent  general  practice  employee 
Dharmacists  were  rejected  by  Branch 
Representatives  at  their  meeting  last  week. 

Mr  R.  W.  Odd,  Oxfordshire,  proposed 
[hat  a  subcommittee  of  the  Practice  Com- 
mittee should  be  set  up  "so  that  the  views 
of  such  pharmacists  may  be  represented  to 
the  Council".  The  Oxfordshire  branch, 
aid  Mr  Odd,  were  concerned  that  the 
I'iews  of  employee  pharmacists,  who  would 
dc  greatly  affected  by  EEC  draft  directives, 
were  not  consulted.  There  was  "no  true 
employee  pharmacist  engaged  in  general 
Dractice  on  Council  and  no  body  or  com- 
nittee  to  put  these  pharmacists'  point  of 
fiew  or  for  the  Council  to  approach  for 
•uch  views." 

A  Practice  Committee  subcommittee 
:ould  be  formed  "relatively  quickly"  and 
provide  immediate  contact  between  the 
Zouncil  of  the  Society  and  "a  quarter  of 
ts  membership".  Such  committees  existed 
'or  all  other  groups,  said  Mr  Odd,  "yet  a 
quarter  of  the  Society  has  no  contact  with 
ind  cannot  adequately  put  its  problems  to 
Diir  governing  body."  Such  problems  as 
EEC  draft  directives  could  be  considered 
by  the  subcommittee. 

irect  say  needed 

'It  is  extremely  difficult  for  employees 
o  be  members  of  Council  themselves  for 
Dbvious  reasons  yet  many  want  a  direct 
ay  in  pharmaceutical  affairs."  The  for- 
uation  of  a  subcommittee  would  be  the 
parting  point  for  general  practice  em- 
ployees to  make  their  views  known  to 
Council.  How  could  a  general  practice  sub- 
committee, composed  mainly  of  pro- 
brietors,  be  expected  to  put  adequately 
he  employees'  point  of  view  concerning 
:he  EEC  directives,  asked  Mr  Odd?  The 
Dxfordshire  branch  was  deeply  concerned 
ibout  these  "forgotten  pharmacists". 

Seconding  the  motion,  Mr  K.  V.  Mor- 
timer, Oxfordshire,  explained  that  the 
subcommittee  could  be  composed  of  five 
elected  general  practice  employee  pharma- 
cists, who  would  not  represent  a  company 
3r  association,  and  five  members  appointed 
by  Council.  Those  elected  could  serve  on 
the  subcommittee  for  two  years  and  the 
subcommittee  would  provide  a  vehicle  for 
employees  to  become  candidates  for 
Cpuncil.  "Only  then  can  Council  be  truly 
said  to  represent  the  views  of  a  united 
profession",  Mr  Mortimer  added. 

Mr  R.  Jackson,  West  Metropolitan 
branch  opposed  the  motion  which  he 
fought  "an  attempt  to  form  a  political 
subgroup  of  the  Society";  all  the  other 
Subgroups  were  based  on  professional  dis- 
mctions.  The  question  of  such  a  sub- 
group had  only  come  up  when  general 
practice  employees  considered  that  the 
EEC     proposals     would     affect  them 


adversely.  If  such  a  subgroup  were  formed 
it  would  bring  about  division  within  the 
profession  "even  greater  than  anything 
we've  ever  known". 

Replying,  Mr  Odd  said  the  proposed 
subcommittee  would  not  be  a  political 
group,  nor  would  it  divide  the  profession. 
"We  are  concerned  that  as  employee  phar- 
macists we  have  our  own  particular  point 
of  view  regarding  professional  aspects".  It 
was  "not  something  which  we  can  form 
a  trade  union  about". 

A  similar  motion,  which  was  also  de- 
feated, called  for  the  immediate  setting  up 
of  a  general  practice  employee  pharmacist 
membership  group  within  the  Society. 
Proposing  it,  Mr  M.  S.  Dando,  Bourne- 
mouth, said  that  at  the  present  time  such 
pharmacists  had  great  difficulty  in  making 
their  views  known  at  national  level.  The 
membership  group  would  increase  liaison 
between  employees  themselves  and  with 
other  pharmacists,  and  encourage  more 
active  participation  in  the  Society's  affairs. 

It  was  apparent,  said  Mr  D.  G.  Green 
seconding,  that  employee  pharmacists 
would  not  be  directly  involved  in  the  con- 
sultations of  the  working  party  at  present 
discussing  the  future  development  of 
general  practice  pharmacy.  They  could  be 
greatly  affected  by  any  changes  made,  and 
could  have  much  to  offer  in  the  discus- 
sions. Employees  were  elected  to  Area 
Chemist  Contractors  Committees  where 
they  represented  a  sectional  interest.  Mr 
Green  believed  that  Council  members  were 
elected  to  represent  the  profession  as  a 


Subjecting  general  practice  pharmacists 
to  drug  testing  without  providing  parallel 
schemes  for  hospital  pharmacists,  dispen- 
sing doctors  or  appliance  contractors  draws 
an  "invidious"  distinction  between  the 
different  groups  according  to  Mr  P.  L. 

He  proposed  that  the 
Central  NHS  (Chemist  Contractors)  Com- 
mittee be  requested  to  negotiate  the  with- 
drawal of  chemist  contractors  from  the 
NHS  scheme  for  the  testing  of  medicines 
and  appliances  "until  such  times  that  all 
dispensing  practices  are  subject  to  it." 

All  pharmacists  recognised  the  scheme 
as  unfair,  said  Mr  Gilbert.  Using  the 
criteria  of  valid  payments,  the  scheme  was 
not  applied  to  hospitals,  which  were  state- 
owned,  but  only  contractors.  Then  why 
are  only  the  11,000-odd  pharmacy  con- 
tractors tested  and  not  the  2,500  dispensing 
doctors,  he  asked. 

A  testing  scheme  "is  an  implication  of 
doubt  on  reliability  and  integrity  selec- 
tively implied".  Is  the  public  more  at  risk 
by  using  the  local  pharmacist  than  the 


whole  and  not  to  represent  sectional  in- 
terests, so  election  of  employees  to  Coun- 
cil as  a  means  of  providing  sectional 
representation  was  not  desirable  nor  neces- 
sary. The  most  effective  representation 
would  be  through  a  membership  group. 

Mr  J.  Bannerman,  chairman  of  the 
Practice  Committee,  replied  that  there  did 
not  appear  to  Council  to  be  any  justifiable 
reason  for  the  establishment  of  such  a 
membership  group.  Other  groups  were  for 
members  in  specified  fields  of  practice  and 
the  need  for  specialist  lectures  only 
appealing  to  such  groups  could  be  readily 
seen.  No  distinction  between  employer  and 
employee  was  made  in  any  of  the  mem- 
bership groups. 

Until  the  question  of  EEC  directives 
arose,  "there  was  apparently,  no  previous 
suggestion  that  the  Practice  Committee, 
in  consultation  with  its  general  practice 
subcommittee,  had  not,  in  reaching  its 
decisions,  taken  into  account  the  interests 
of  all  pharmacists,  employer  and  em- 
ployee alike,  in  general  practice  phar- 
macy." The  Council  could  not  envisage 
subjects  of  a  professional  or  technical 
character  which  would  be  appropriate  for 
meetings  of  employee  pharmacists  in 
general  practice,  which  would  not  be 
equally  relevant  to  the  proprietors. 

Council  had  no  strong  feeling  about  the 
previous  motions  said  Mr  Bannerman. 
Personally,  he  was  "a  little  disappointed" 
that  it  was  not  accepted  by  the  meeting. 
One  was  an  advisory  function  which  might 
well  be  useful  to  the  Society,  the  other 
a  group  activity  "and  we  must  be  careful 
to  keep  these  two  things  apart." 

Mr  J.  T.  Mearns,  Bath,  said  that  if 
employees  were  denied  group  representa- 
tion, then  ways  would  have  to  be  looked 
at  to  encourage  them  to  become  members 
of  Council.  Replying,  Mr  Dando  said  that 
the  Common  Market  was  only  part  of  it. 
"I  think  that  we  as  pharmacists  ourselves 
should  be  able  to  have  our  say  without 
having  to  rely  on  our  companies."  Pro- 
prietor pharmacists  had  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union;  "we  have  nothing 
like  that  at  all". 


local  hospital  pharmacy  or  the  young  girl 
dispenser  the  doctor  employs  while  he  is 
busy  in  his  surgery,  Mr  Gilbert  queried. 
"Whilst  general  practice  pharmacists  are 
prepared  to  be  treated  in  this  manner,  their 
dignity,  integrity  and  professional  stand- 
ing is  eroded." 

If  dispensing  doctors  were  required  "to 
provide  the  same  standard  of  service, 
supervision,  and  hours  as  ourselves"  there 
would  be  "a  dramatic  drop  in  their  num- 
bers" and  consequently  "a  maintained 
viability  of  both  rural,  and,  even  now, 
urban  pharmacies".  Following  a  motion 
last  year  which  called  for  a  new  testing 
scheme  for  all  dispensing  outlets,  the 
Council  had  submitted  a  document  to  the 
Department  of  Health  outlining  a  compre- 
hensive scheme.  "Thus,  this  is  the  time 
to  make  our  voice  heard  and  back  it  with 
a  sanction."  The  health  service  was  under- 
going reorganisation  "which  presents  us 
with  a  unique  opportunity  to  present  our 
case  for  reform  with  renewed  vigour  and

Mr  Gilbert 
called  for  each  branch  to  write  to  the 
Central  Contractors  Committee  "so  that 
they  may  face  the  Department  of  Health 
with  the  strongest  case  possible." 

Seconding  the  motion,  Mr  G.  Birkin- 
shaw,  Chesterfield,  said  that  there  was  a 
desire  to  have  a  drug  testing  scheme  em- 
bracing everyone  even  in  the  medical  pro- 
fession. Mrs  Shirley  Williams,  (Secretary 
of  State  for  Prices  and  Consumer  Affairs) 
had  said  that  on  the  face  of  it,  it  was  a 
good  idea  to  extend  drug  testing  to 
doctors,  he  added. 

Mr  R.  Clitherow,  Liverpool,  disagreed 
to  the  way  the  resolution  was  worded  as 
if  the  doctors  were  tested,  then  pharmacists 
were  agreeable  to  being  tested.  He  sug- 
gested that  the  motion  was  "a  petty- 
minded  move"  to  withdraw  testing  until 
doctors  were  "brought  into  line".  Reply- 
ing, Mr  Gilbert  asked  who  at  the  meeting 
would  be  worried  by  a  testing  scheme 
universally  applied.  Pharmacists  had 
nothing  to  fear  from  a  testing  scheme  "but 
dispensing  doctors  would  have  a  lot  to 
fear".  The  motion  was  carried. 

24  hour  service 

Mr  J.  W.  B.  Fish,  Folkestone,  proposed 
the  motion  that  with  the  reorganisation 
of  the  health  service,  pharmacists  should 
supply  a  suitably  remunerated  24  hour  "on 
call"  service.  If  pharmacists  did  not  carry 
out  their  professional  responsibility  for  24 
hours  a  day,  and  allow  doctors  to  provide 
drugs  after  hours,  "then  how  can  we  insist 
on  the  monopoly  of  dispensing  during  day 
time?"  The  NHS  reorganisation  had 
given  an  opportunity  to  re-examine  the 
position  and  at  the  same  time  negotiate 
more  satisfactory  terms.  Later  Mr  Fish 
suggested  there  should  be  a  "standby  fee" 
and  then  "a  much  more  substantial  lee" 
if  the  pharmacist  was  called  out.  the 
motion  was  carried. 

Mr  I.  D.  Glass,  Portsmouth,  proposed 
that  the  Society  should  give  consideration 
to  the  issue  of  warning  cards  against  the 
use  of  alcohol  with  drugs  such  as  the 
tricyclic  antidepressants.  There  were  many 
references  concerning  the  dangers  of 
alcohol  with  drugs  and  their  effects  on 
driving.  Mr  Glass  saw  warning  cards  as 
one  way  of  giving  information.  Seconding, 
Mr  L.  S.  Snellgrove,  Portsmouth,  felt  that 
the  pharmacist's  professional  duty  included 
warning  patients. 

Speaking  on  behalf  of  Council  and  in 
the  absence  of  Professor  Turner,  Mr 
C.  C.  B.  Stevens,  vice-president  of  the 
Society,  said  that  the  Society  had  asked  the 
Committee  on  Safety  of  Medicines  to 
convene  a  meeting  to  discuss  the  general 
question  of  treatment  cards.  Representa- 
tives of  the  Association  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Industry,  the  British 
Medical    Association    and    the  Society 


should  be  present  at  the  meeting.  A  sug- 
gestion to  add  alcohol  to  the  list  of  sub- 
stances which  should  not  be  taken  with 
monoamine-oxidase  inhibitors  on  the 
MAOI  warning  card  was  being  considered 
by  the  same  four  organisations. 

Mr  D.  Dalglish,  Dundee  and  East  Scot- 
land, suggested  that  careful  thought  should 
be  given  to  personal  treatment  cards.  I4r 
F.  R.  Bayford,  Enfield,  said  that  serious 
consideration  should  be  given  to  multi- 
lingual warning  cards.  Mr  B.  O.  Nutt, 
Norwich,  said  the  decision  to  give  advice 
should  be  left  to  the  individual  pharma- 
cist. The  motion  was  narrowly  defeated. 

Mr  M.  Gordon,  Leeds,  proposed  that 
the  curriculum  of  final  year  students 
should  include  formal  discussion  periods, 
with  a  Council  representative,  on  matters 
affecting  the  graduate  and  the  profession. 
Apathy  was  basically  ignorance  and  lack 
of  interest,  he  said,  and  similar  lack  of 
knowledge  existed  with  the  students  and 
young  graduates.  Somehow  action  would 
have  to  be  taken  and  where  better  than 
in  the  formative  days. 

Mrs  Estelle  Leigh,  chairman,  Education 
Committee,  said  that  arrangements  were 
made  in  all  schools  of  pharmacy  to  in- 
form students  about  matters  relating  to 
their  future  professional  practice.  In  the 
recently-revised  document  of  guidance 
relating  to  approval  of  degrees  for  regi- 
stration purposes,  Council  had  stated  that 
the  syllabus  should  contain  an  outline  of 
the  Society's  activity  and  roles,  so  it  would 
appear  that  the  objective  of  the  motion 
was  being  achieved.  Replying,  Mr  Gordon 
said  he  would  like  the  heads  of  schools 
to  know  that  the  meeting  was  "not  fully 
satisfied"  with  the  way  graduates  entered 
the  profession.  The  motion  was  carried. 

A  desire  for  unity  in  the  profession 
prompted  Chester  Branch  to  propose 
that  to  enable  private  contractors  to  offer 
places  for  preregistration  experience,  grad- 
uates could  be  employed  by  the  Area 
Health  Authority  and  divide  their  time 
equally  between  an  approved  group  of 
hospitals  and  an  approved  general  practice 
pharmacy.  Miss  A.  D.  Pritchard  said 
division  of  the  preregistration  period 
between  the  two  branches  did  not  occur 
often  enough  because  multiples  were 
anxious  to  retain  the  graduates'  services 
on  registration  and  private  contractors 
found  the  scheme  economically  impos- 
sible. Her  proposal  would  give  rise  to  a 
strain  of  pharmacists  starting  with  a  much 
broader  basis  of  knowledge  and  better 
able  to  face  future  challenges.  The  motion 
was  carried. 

Evidence  that 
doctors'  dispensing 
costs  more 

The  Council  should  seek  statistical 
evidence  on  whether  rural  dispensing  can 
be  more  economically  and  efficiently  per- 
formed by  pharmacies  than  by  dispensing 
doctors,  suggested  Somerset  Branch.  Mr 
J.  O.  Bond  said  doctors  only  want  to 
dispense  for  the  money,  so  if  we  could 
prove  that  doctor  dispensing  costs  much 
more  than  pharmacist  dispensing  there 
would  be  a  case  for  the  Treasury  as  well 
as  the  Department  of  Health.  He  quoted 
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study  carried  out  in  Somerset  which 
evealed  that  for  a  set  ingredient  cost  the 
loctor  receives  twice  as  much  remuner- 
tion  as  the  pharmacist  and  has  his  rent 
;nd  rates  paid  by  the  state  together  with 
i  high  proportion  of  his  wage  bill. 

Mr  Bannerman,  in  explaining  why 
Council  had  not  acted  on  a  similar  reso- 
ution  accepted  by  the  Branch  Represen- 
ative's  meeting  in  1972,  said  it  would 
>e  unwise  to  blur  any  discussions  on  the 
>asic  principles  of  rural  dispensing  by 
irguments  relating  to  economies.  The 
jenefits  to  the  public  of  dispensing  from 
)harmacies  are  obvious  and  do  not  need 
itatistical  evidence.  He  felt  the  position 
vould  not  be  made  easier  by  saying  we 
:ould  do  the  job  more  cheaply.  The 
notion  was  carried. 

A  proposal  that  the  Council  should 
:onsider  carrying  out  a  survey  of  the 
remuneration  of  practising  pharmacists, 
similar  to  that  carried  out  by  the  Royal 
Institute  of  Chemistry  was  put  forward 
t>y  Harrow  Branch.  Dr  C.  A.  Walton 
;aid  such  a  survey  would  be  useful  to 
students  choosing  a  career  and  as  a  guide 
:o  employers  and  employees.  Other  pro- 
fessional bodies  are  to  set  up  similar 
surveys  this  year  under  the  supervision 
rjf  professional  activities  officers. 

Mr  A.  J.  Grace  considered  the  infor- 
riation  would  also  be  useful  in  assessing 
the  number  of  weeks'  holiday  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  should  take  into  account 
when  discussing  a  contractor's  overheads — 
it  would  help  if  the  negotiators  knew  the 
exact  average  holiday  per  annum.  The 
information  would  help  in  determining  how 
relevant  the  JIC  notional  salaries  were. 
In  hospital  pharmacy  it  would  indicate 


Pharmacists  who  attend  postgraduate 
courses  sponsored  by  the  Department  of 
Health  should  receive  merit  payments  in 
the  same  way  as  doctors.  That  was  the 
opinion  of  the  Hertford  and  Sunderland 
branches.  Mr  C.  V.  Hammond  said  some 
isystem  should  be  devised  whereby  every 
pharmacist,  whether  an  employee  or  not, 
should  receive  a  direct  payment  for  atten- 
ding these  courses. 

Mrs  Leigh  pointed  out  that  incentives 
to  persuade  more  pharmacists  to  partici- 
pate in  postgraduate  programmes  is  one 
of  the  major  considerations  of  a  working 
party  appointed  earlier  this  year.  The 
motion  was  carried. 

With  the  rapid  advances  in  scientific 
knowledge,  it  is  vital  that  all  members 
of  the  profession  should  participate  in 
postgraduate  courses,  said  Mr  J.  I.  Harris, 
Somerset,  proposing  that  periodic  atten- 
dance be  a  prerequisite  of  annual  regi- 
stration. Because  a  significant  number 
would  find  reasons  for  not  attending,  he 
suggested  that  compulsory  attendance 
would  indicate  the  concern  which  the 
Society  has  for  protecting  the  public. 

Mr  J.  O.  Bond,  Somerset,  pointed  out 
that  other  professions  such  as  nurses  and 
midwives  have  mandatory  updating  cour- 
ses, as  do  pharmacists  in  10  states  of 
America.   Other   speakers   expressed  the

what  salary  one  could  expect  at  a  certain 
age  rather  than  position  and  in  industry 
it  would  be  useful  in  negotiations  with 
management  if  comparative  scales  were 
available. 

Mr  Bannerman  felt  there  is  a  basic 
difference  between  members  of  the  Royal 
Institute  of  Chemistry,  who  are  almost 
all  employees  and  can  use  the  information 
in  their  own  negotiations,  and  members 
of  the  Society.  At  the  last  attempt  to 
collect  information  on  salaries,  done  in 
conjunction  with  the  manpower  survey  in 
1966,  the  response  was  so  much  lower 
than  in  previous  surveys  that  there  were 
doubts  on  the  value  of  the  manpower 
information  in  the  survey.  So  a  survey 
on  incomes  would  have  to  be  carried  out 


need  to  be  practical — lack  of  staff  or 
locums  would  make  attendance  difficult 
in  many  cases  and  the  increased  numbers 
of  pharmacists  taking  part  would  make 
organisation  of  the  courses  much  more 
complex. 

Mr  G.  Hill,  Swindon,  said  if  we  want 
to  be  on  top  of  our  profession  we  must 
be  on  top  of  knowledge.  "Don't  let's  say 
we  can't  get  locums  ....  you  can  close 
if  you  want  for  two  weeks,  legally."  This 
would  mean  losing  money  but  "what's 
the  most  important  thing  in  your  life — 
money  or  professionalism?"  Do  we  want 
to  be  shopkeepers  or  professional  men, 
he  said.  "Do  we  want  to  be  able  to  look 
doctors  in  the  face  and  say  'stuff  and 
nonsense — I  know'."  This  motion  should 
be  supported  for  the  sake  of  future  gener- 
ations, he  said. 

Mr  J.  E.  Rowe,  Torbay,  said  that  only 
by  sending  their  employees  on  courses 
have  drug  companies  maintained  their 
high  standards  of  personnel. 

Mr  R.  Jackson  was  opposed  to  any 
sanction  which  would  deprive  a  pharma- 
cist of  his  right  to  practise.  Although  much 
in  favour  of  postgraduate  courses,  he  felt 
there  were  better  ways  of  encouraging 
people  to  attend  than  threatening  them 
with  removal  from  the  Register  if  they 
did  not.  The  motion  was  defeated. 


separately,  at  a  cost  of  at  least  £1,000 
which  has  got  to  be  seen  to  be  a  justi- 
fiable expense,  he  said.  At  present,  surveys 
done  during  an  NHS  dispensing  costs 
inquiry  will  produce  the  results  for  general 
practice  pharmacy;  likewise  the  Depart- 
ment will  know  how  much  holiday  a 
pharmacist  takes  and  pay  him  accordingly. 
The  motion  was  defeated. 

Leeds  Branch  proposed  that  the  thera- 
peutic efficacy  of  a  medicinal  product 
must  be  a  major  consideration  when  com- 
piling a  list  of  medicines  for  general  sale 
and  that  this  recommendation  should  be 
sent  to  the  Medicines  Commission.  Phar- 
macists should  press  for  removal  from 
any  list  of  medicines  for  general  sale 
those  "common  household  remedies"  for 
which  there  is  no  scientific  basis  and  to 
press  for  evaluation  of  those  products  in 
the  final  list.  Dr  J.  M.  Pickett,  Brighton 
Branch,  said  he  interpreted  the  motion 
to  mean  that  non-pharmacists  will  be  able 
only  to  sell  effective  medicines  while 
pharmacists  will  be  able  to  sell  the  rest. 
Mr  A.  R.  G.  Chamings,  Worthing  Branch, 
said  the  proposition  would  require  a  new 
Medicines  Act  to  carry  it  out.  The  motion 
was  carried. 


Year-round  campaigns 

Brighton  Branch  felt  that  "return  un- 
wanted medicines"  campaigns  should  be 
carried  out  on  a  year-round  basis  rather 
than  for  specific  periods.  Mr  C.  Brower, 
proposing  that  the  Society  should  give 
a  more  direct  stimulus  to  encouraging 
pharmacists  to  collect  surplus  medicines 
and  poisons,  suggested  that  each  pharm- 
acy should  be  a  regular  collecting  point 
and  that  labels  on  the  outer  wrappers 
of  dispensed  medicines  should  ask  for 
return  of  unwanted  drugs. 

Mrs  D.  Boyes,  seconding,  said  if  the 
publicity  material,  such  as  showcards,  was 
standardised  it  would  have  more  impact 
on  the  public.  The  motion  was  carried. 
Other  motions  accepted: 

□  The  Society  should  give  maximum 
publicity  within  the  EEC  to  those  charac- 
teristics of  British  pharmacy  "that  have 
proved  to  be  consistently  beneficial  to  the 
people  of  this  country." 

□  Council  should  seriously  consider  the 
effects  on  the  employee  pharmacist  and 
hence  on  general  practice  pharmacy  in 
this  country  of  acceptance  of  the  draft 
directives  of  the  EEC. 

□  The  system  of  branch  grants  should 
be  reappraised  "to  stimulate  branch  activi- 
ties." 

□  In  view  of  the  increasing  use  of  ostomy 
techniques,  Council  should  investigate  the 
issue  of  standard  patient  cards,  the  NHS 
contract  for  the  supply  of  elastic  hosiery 
and  surgical  appliances,  and  the  supply 
and  advertising  of  ostomy  services. 

□  In  the  interest  of  maintaining  contact 
with  married  women  pharmacists,  the  Reg- 
ister should  contain,  in  future,  both 
maiden  and  married  names  with  linking 
cross  references. 

□  The  Society  should  press  for  the  pre- 
server's telephone  number  to  be  stamped 
on  the  foot  of  NHS  prescriptions. 

A  motion  calling  for  the  Society  to 
press  for  "fairer  distribution  of  represen- 
tation" on  the  Area  Chemist  Contractors 
Committees,  according  to  the  district,  <yas 
defeated.

ow  much  does  the  general  practice  pharmacist  know  about  the  ostomists,  ie 
tients  with  a  colostomy,  ileostomy  or  ureterostomy,  who  visit  his  pharmacy? 
hat  does  he  know  about  the  operation  or  the  numerous  appliances  and  prepara- 
ms  now  available  to  make  life  easier  for  this  section  of  the  community?  Prob- 
ly  not  a  great  deal,  thinks  Mr  H.  E.  Morris  MPS,  a  general  practice  pharmacist 
ho  is  a  colostomist  and  a  voluntary  visitor  for  the  Colostomy  Welfare  Group, 
this  series  of  articles  C  &  D  explains  how  these  patients  may  be  helped. 


.  The  colostomy

.  colostomy  is  an  artificial  opening 
rough  the  abdominal  wall  and  into  the 
wel,  through  which  food  residues  and 
ler  waste  from  the  digestive  process  may 
passed.  The  operation  is  usually  per- 
rmed  to  relieve  an  obstruction  in  the 
wel,  in  which  case  it  may  only  be  tem- 
rary  for  perhaps  six  months  or  so.  More 
squently  it  is  to  provide  a  new  and  per- 
ment  outlet  after  removal  of  the  rectum 
d/or  part  of  the  colon.  The  colostomist 
ll  no  longer  have  the  control  over  the 
acuation  of  faeces  previously  provided 
the  rectum  and  anal  sphincter  muscle, 
ie  bowel  function  of  absorbing  the  ex- 
gs  water  from  the  faeces  will  have  been 
iuced,  together  with  the  storage  capa- 
y  of  the  bowel  and  rectum.  The  higher 
the  colon  the  colostomy  is  made  the 
sater  the  loss  in  each  case.  It  is  estima- 
that  over  100,000  people  in  Great 
itain  have  colostomies  and  that  over 
|,000  new  colostomy  operations  are  per- 
rmed  each  year. 

What  are  the  problems  facing  the 
tient  with  a  colostomy  recently  dis- 
arged  from  hospital?  Firstly  he  is  still 
:overing  from  the  traumatic  experience 
the  operation  and  the  changes  it  has 
ought  about,  together  with  physical 
:akness,  internal  discomfort,  soreness 
d  tenderness  of  newly  healed  wounds.

he  is  to  make  a  rapid  return  to  normal 
e.  He  has  no  control  over  his  bowel 
nction  which  in  the  early  days  after  the 
eration  may  occur  at  any  time  of  the 
y  or  night.  He  is  likely  to  have  a  much 
:tter  motion  and  may  have  the  added 
oblem  of  unpleasant  odour.  He  will  al- 
ost  certaintly  be  wearing  an  appliance 
some  sort  which  he  found  satisfactory 
hospital  but  now  he  may  not  find  it 
mfortable  or  suitable  for  his  way  of  life, 
e  may  be  unsure  on  the  question  of  diet, 
aving  left  the  shelter  of  the  hospital  he 
ay  be  feeling  vulnerable,  insecure  and 
pressed,  tending  to  withdraw,  avoiding 
ends  and  social  contacts. 
At  this  stage,  apart  from  his  family  and 


his  doctor,  the  pharmacist  is  probably  one 
of  the  few  people  with  whom  the  colosto- 
mist has  contact.  By  displaying  a  willing- 
ness and  ability  to  discuss  problems,  the 
pharmacist  can  do  much  to  restore  con- 
fidence and  help  in  rehabilitation. 

The  colostomist  can  have  no  control 
over  the  evacuation  process  but  in  time 
the  bowel  behind  the  colostomy  tends  to 
enlarge  and  evacuation  settles  down  to 
one  or  two  main  motions  a  day.  To  help 
this  the  doctor  may  prescribe  regular  doses 
of  a  bulking  agent  preparation  (Celevac, 
Cellucon,  Isogel,  Normacol  Special  etc) 
which  is  usually  taken  night  and  morning. 
It  must  be  taken  with  as  little  water  as 
possible  to  allow  the  bulking  agent  to 
absorb  excess  water  from  the  bowel.  The 
added  bulk  helps  towards  a  clean  and 
complete  evacuation  and  a  firm  and  well 
formed  stool.  A  reasonably  solid  stool  is 
dealt  with  more  easily  and  cleanly  in  the 
appliance  and  also  has  much  less  odour. 
Methyl  cellulose  taken  with  larger 
amounts  of  water  acts  as  a  laxative,  not 
usually  required  by  a  colostomist.  In  cases 
of  constipation,  liquid  paraffin  emulsion 
with  or  without  magnesium  hydroxide  is 
generally  satisfactory.  Purgatives  or  laxa- 
tives of  vegetable  origin  (cascara,  senna, 
etc)  should  never  be  taken. 

Diet 

Diet  can  play  a  big  part  in  the  manage- 
ment of  a  colostomy.  Fruits  with  small 
seeds  or  pips  and  those  with  laxative  pro- 
perties should  be  avoided,  together  with 
onions  and  to  some  extent  to  peas,  beans 
and  sweet  corn.  Green  vegetables  should 
be  eaten  sparingly  at  first.  Most  other 
foods  can  be  eaten  without  trouble.  The 
colostomist  must  be  prepared  to  experi- 
ment and  refrain  from  eating  those  foods 
which  cause  trouble.  Beer  and  wine  in 
moderation  can  usually  be  tolerated,  spirits 
have  little  effect  on  the  colostomy.  Meals 
at  regular  intervals  without  overeating 
should  be  the  aim. 

It  is  important  that  the  colostomist  has 
a  suitable  appliance,  one  which  is  com- 
fortable and  in  which  he  has  confidence. 
His  ability  to  meet  people  socially  and  at 


work  and  the  type  of  work  he  can  do  will 
depend  to  a  great  extent  on  this  confi- 
dence. He  will  most  certainly  have  left 
hospital  with  a  supply  of  the  type  he  used 
there  and  with  which  he  has  become 
familiar  and  will  at  this  stage  be  most 
suitable  for  his  needs.  As  he  becomes 
more  active  and  resumes  normal  life  his 
requirements  may  change  and  he  may  be 
glad  to  have  advice  on  alternative  types  of 
appliances.  Most  of  these  modern  ap- 
pliances are  available  on  EC10  prescrip- 
tion, although  some  of  the  wider  belts 
(over  4  inches  in  width)  may  only  be  ob- 
tained initially  through  hospitals. 

Many  of  the  surgical  appliance  manu- 
facturers, some  of  which  specialise  in 
colostomy  and  similar  appliances,  have  in- 
formation leaflets  available  for  the  phar- 
macist and  the  patient.  The  appliances  may 
be  classified  under  two  or  three  headings. 
Firstly  there  are  belts  with  or  without  dis- 
posable bags  which  give  more  support  than 
other  types  of  appliance.  Many  people 
find  them  more  comfortable,  but  someone 
in  active  employment  or  wishing  to  take 
part  in  sport  may  find  these  belts  are  in- 
clined to  slip  from  the  proper  positioning 
over  the  stoma.  The  wider  belts  are 
more  favoured  by  women  than  men.  They 
may  be  worn  with  a  pad  of  gauze  and 
cotton  tissue  covering  the  stoma  with  or 
without  a  plastic  disc.  Some  have  a  hole 
large  enough  to  accommodate  a  flange  and 
disposable  bag,  these  can  also  be  worn 
with  some  of  the  newer  adhesive  bags. 

Secondly  there  are  adhesive  flanges  with 
bags  which  may  be  supported  by  a  light 
belt.  These  have  a  flange  attached  to  the 
skin  by  a  special  adhesive  or  a  karaya 
gum  ring  to  hold  the  appliance  over  the 
stoma.  The  light  plastic  bag  may  be  an 
integral  part  of  the  appliance  in  which 
case  the  bag  and  ring  are  disposed  of  at 
each  change.  Another  type  consisting  of 
a  light  plastic  flange  has  an  attached 
plaster  with  much  stronger  adhesive.  This 
type  may  be  left  in  position  over  the  stoma 
up  to  7  or  10  days  without  removal  and 
does  not  become  detached  with  normal 
bathing.  A  disposable  bag  is  attached  to 
the  flange  by  an  elastic  band  and  so  can 
be  changed  as  often  as  necessary. 

Thirdly  there  are  disposable  adhesive 
bags.  These  have  the  advantage  of  being 
light  in  weight.  Having  no  flange  or  other 
attachment  they  are  invisible  under  the 
lightest  clothing.  They  have  the  disadvan- 
tage that  the  plaster  must  be  removed  and 
replaced  each  time  a  change  of  bag  is 
required.  Most  of  the  modern  adhesives 
used  with  these  plasters  are  neutral  and 
non-irritant.  Some  skins  are  sensitive,  how- 
ever and  repeated  use  of  the  mildest 
plaster  may  cause  irritation.  In  these  cases 
the  skin  can  be  rested  for  a  few  days  by 
using  a  belt  or  an  appliance  based  on  a 
karaya  gum  ring  supported  by  a  light  belt.

2.  The  operations  and  choice 


of  the  appliance 


The  colostomy,  although  the  most  com- 
mon, is  only  one  of  the  three  types  of 
ostomy,  the  others  being  ileostomy  and 
the  ileal  conduit /ureterostomy.  Each  stoma 
has  different  characteristics  which  govern 
the  kind  of  appliance  used  and  it  is  most 
important  to  appreciate  that,  for  example, 
a  colostomy  bag  is  not  suitable  for  the 
ileostomist  or  ureterostomist. 

In  the  colostomy  the  stoma  is  formed 
from  the  colon  and  the  rectum  is  removed. 
During  the  operation,  part  of  the  colon 
is  brought  through  the  abdominal  wall, 
turned  back  on  itself  and  sutured  to  the 
skin.  The  consistency  and  frequency  of  the 
faecal  discharge  depends  on  how  much  of 
the  colon  remains — the  further  down  the 
colon  the  operation  takes  place,  the  more 
the  discharge  resembles  normal  bowel 
movements.  The  stoma  itself  is  insensitive 
and  may  be  washed  with  soap  and  water. 

A  colostomy  in  the  descending  part  of  the 
colon  results  in  a  stoma  on  the  left  side 
of  the  body  (Fig  1).  This  colostomy  usually 
performs  with  the  same  frequency  as  a 
normal  bowel  action  and  some  patients 
may  be  able  to  manage  without  a  bag,  in 
which  case  a  small  piece  of  gauze  smeared 
with  petroleum  jelly  may  be  placed  over 
the  opening,  with  perhaps  a  pad  of  ab- 
sorbent cellulose  wadding  secured  by  a 
protective  disc  and  belt. 

The  stoma  may  be  also  formed  on  the 
transverse  part  of  the  colon.  A  colostomy 
in  this  position  may  be  carried  out  only 
as  a  temporary  measure,  for  example,  in 
the  double-barrel  colostomy  (Fig  2)  the 
stoma  on  the  right  side  of  the  body  is 
active  and  discharges  faeces  while  the 
other  stoma  is  inactive.  This  procedure 
allows  any  injury  or  inflammation  of  the 
lower  bowel  to  heal  before  being  rejoined 
to  the  upper  part  by  a  second  operation. 
The  loop  ostomy  (Fig  3)  is  another  tem- 
porary procedure — the  cut  edge  of  the 
colon  is  sutured  to  the  skin  and  the  intact 


loop  of  bowel  supported  by  a  rod  or  bridge. 
These  stomas  are  usually  large  and  of  an 
irregular  shape.  The  patient  with  the  tem- 
porary ostomy  may  remain  in  hospital  or 
be  sent  home  for  short  periods. 

Finally,  the  colostomy  may  occur  on  the 
ascending  part  of  the  colon  when  the 
stoma  is  on  the  right  side  of  the  body.  The 
discharge  is  likely  to  be  quite  liquid,  flow- 
ing almost  continually,  and  is  usually 
managed  in  the  same  way  as  an  ileostomy. 

Colostomists  tend  to  be  middle-aged  or 
elderly.  Patients  unable  to  achieve  satis- 
factory regulation  of  the  motions  by  diet 
and  medicines  may  need  to  carry  out 
colostomy  washouts,  but  should  only  do 
so  on  detailed  advice  from  the  surgeon 
or  clinic. 

Ileostomy 

The  ileostomy  is  made  from  the  ileum, 
usually  the  part  nearest  to  the  colon,  and 
the  colon  and  rectum  may  be  totally  re- 
moved (Fig  4).  The  operation  is  frequently 
carried  out  as  a  solution  to  ulcerative 
colitis  and  ileostomists  are  typically  young 
adults  to  whom  complete  rehabilitation  is 
essential.  But  prognosis  is  good  and  many 
get  married  and  lead  lives  closely  resem- 
bling lives  of  normal  adults,  with  women 
able  to  have  children. 

The  stoma  occurs  on  the  right  side  of 
the  body  and  is  often  smaller  than  that  of 
the  colostomy.  The  discharge  is  liquid  at 
first  but  may  become  more  solid  as  the 
small  intestine  takes  over  some  of  the 
absorptive  function  of  the  colon.  One  of 
the  main  problems  is  the  presence  of  diges- 
tive enzymes  which  digest  the  surrounding 
skin,  so  skin  care  and  prevention  of  leak- 
age are  extremely  important.  To  keep  the 
discharge  away  from  the  skin  the  stoma 
is  made  to  protrude  into  the  appliance. 
Discharge  is  continuous  and  the  ileostomist 
always  needs  to  wear  an  appliance. 

Another  problem  can  be  excessive  fluid 


and  salt  loss,  so  the  diet  must  be  adjusted 
accordingly. 

Urinary  stomas  may  be  needed  follow- 
ing bladder  removal  or,  as  in  spina  bifida, 
for  patients  with  a  congenitally  deficient 
bladder.  In  the  ileal  conduit  (Fig  5)  a  piece 
of  ileum  is  detached  and  used  as  a  channel 
into  which  the  ureters  drain.  One  end  of! 
the  detached  ileum  is  brought  out  through 
the  abdominal  wall  to  form  a  stoma.  The  I 
remaining  ileum  is  then  rejoined  and  func- 1 
tions  as  before  with  the  detached  portion  I 
supported    by   the   mesentery.  Although 
sometimes     referred    to    as     an  ileal 
"bladder"  the  detached  ileum  has  no  con- 1 
trol  over  the  discharge  and  urine  flows  j 
continuously.  It  is  therefore  essential  that 
the  appliance  is  watertight. 

In  the  double  stoma  ureterostomy  (Fig  | 
6),  the  ureters  are  brought  directly  out  to  1 
the  surface  of  the  abdomen  and  two  I 
appliances  are  required.  Sometimes  1he  I 
ureters  are  joined  and  lead  out  as  a  single  I 
stoma  just  below  the  navel. 

Choice  of  an  appliance  will  depend 
firstly  on  whether  the  patient  has  a  colos-  jj 
tomy,  ileostomy  or  urine  stoma.  The  range  |l 
of  appliances  is  so  diverse  that  no  easy  ji 
classification  can  be  made  but  they  can  I 
broadly  be  separated  into  permanent  or  | 
disposable,  adhesive  or  non-adhesive  types,  j 

The  design  of  the  bag  depends  basically  I 
on  the  consistency  of  the  discharge.  If  the 
discharge  is  fluid  a  pouch  with  an  outlet  is  j| 
necessary    —    ileostomy    bags    can   be  ' 
emptied  through  an  outlet  at  the  lower 
end  which  fastens   by  a   clip.  With  a  I 
colostomy  the  motion  is  solid  and  an  out- 
let is  not  needed,  but  in  this  case  wind  may 
be  a  problem.  Some  bags  have  a  vent  near 
the  upper  end  to  release  the  flatus  and 
prevent  inflation  of  the  bag. 

The  urinary  stoma  needs  a  bag  with  a  ] 
non-return  valve  at  the  upper  end  so  that 
when  the  patient  lies  down  the  urine  does 
not  flow  back  into  the  stoma.  At  the  lower 
end  there  should  be  a  tap-operated  outlet 
or  similar  device,  possibly  attachable  to  a  j 
long  drainage  tube  for  night  use.  The  j 
capacity  and  shape  of  the  bag  should  be 
suited  to  the  individual.  The  facepiece 
should  be  thin  to  prevent  "pudding"  or  ] 
build-up  of  urine  around  the  stoma. 

In  a  cutaneous  ureterostomy,  the  stoma  I 
lies  flush  with  the  skin  and  does  not  pro-  J 
trude  into  the  appliance.  In  these  cases  a  | 
round  celluloid  cap  may  be  used  over  the 
stoma  to  exert  pressure  to  force  the  urine

lternatively,  the  bag  may  be  attached 
flange  which  is  cemented  directly  to 
skin,  an  arrangement  which  means  the 
can  be  changed  without  removing  the 
ter  every  time.

This  type  of  appliance  is 
illy  packed  in  balanced  sets,  eg  six  bags 
i  two  self-adhesive  flanges,  or  as 
rate  flanges  and  bags,  and  can  be  pre- 
bed  to  suit  individual  usages. 

third  type  of  appliance  is  the  two- 
e  combination  of  a  non-adherent 
ch  secured  by  a  belt  with  a  flange 
ring  arrangement, 
efore  attaching  the  appliance,  the  area 
id  the  stoma  should  be  made  clean, 
and  non-greasy. 

nmediately  after  the  operation,  easy 
lication  is  important  and  the  delicate 


peri-stomal  skin  must  be  left  to  heal  un- 
impeded. Skin  care  is  also  particularly  im- 
portant with  an  ileostomy  and  the 
appliance  must  be  leakproof.  Karaya  gum 
rings  are  recommended  for  some  patients 
as  a  form  of  attachment  in  these  instances. 
They  are  soothing,  protect  the  skin  from 
enzymes,  promote  healing  of  sore  skin 
and  give  a  perfect  seal  around  the  stoma 
if  they  are  of  the  type  that  can  be  moulded 
to  the  same  shape  as  the  stoma.  The 
karaya  ring  is  applied  directly  to  the  skin 
before  the  appliance  is  attached.  Karaya 
gradually  absorbs  moisture  and  disinte- 
grates, so  is  not  suitable  for  ureterostomy 
use  with  permanent  appliances. 

Some  patients  complain  that  karaya 
tends  to  melt  in  warm  weather  and  causes 
irritation.  Karaya  gum  powder  can  be  used 
as  a  dusting  powder  for  large  areas  of 
excoriation  and  soreness  and  may  some- 
times be  mixed  with  water  to  form  a  gel. 

Stomahesive  (E.  R.  Squibb  &  Sons)  is 
particularly  recommended  for  prevention 
and  treatment  of  skin  excoriation.  This 
dressing  is  a  compressed  wafer  of  gelatine, 
pectin,  sodium  carboxymethylcellulose  and 
polyisobutylene,  coated  on  the  upper  sur- 
face with  an  impermeable  polythene  film. 
It  protects  the  skin  while  healing  takes 
place,  gives  a  leak-free  seal  and  provides 
a  base  for  adhesion  of  appliances. 

Several  barrier  creams  are  also  avail- 
able for  skin  care  (see  p  666). 

Friar's  balsam  is  sometimes  used  to  give 
firmer  adhesion  of  the  seal  and  harden 
the  skin  but  should  only  be  used  if  the 
skin  is  in  good  condition  otherwise  irrita- 
tion can  occur. 

Leakage  with  the  ureterostomy  may  be 
prevented  by  use  of  a  low  profile  face- 
piece  and  special  seals  such  as  Stomahesive 
or  the  Reliaseal  disc  (Salt  &  Son). 

The  stoma  must  be  remeasured 
occasionally  to  ensure  that  the  appliance 
is  the  correct  size.  The  stoma  gradually 
shrinks  and  an  appliance  which  is  suitable 
immediately  after  the  operation  may  not 
be  so  some  weeks  later.  An  appliance  with 
too  large  an  opening  will  expose  the 
surrounding  skin  and  excoriation  will  take 
place.  Too  small  an  opening  may  strain 
the  stoma. 

Odour  prevention 

Odour  should  not  be  a  problem  if  the 
appliance  fits  correctly  and  no  leakage 
occurs.  Materials  such  as  black  butyl  give 
good  protection  from  odour  and  many  of 
the  disposable  plastic  bags  claim  to  be 
odourproof.     Colostomists     have  more 


trouble  with  odour  because  of  the  presence 
of  bacteria  in  the  large  intestine  and  the 
best  way  to  control  the  problem  is  to 
change  the  bag  regularly.  Ileostomy  bags 
can  be  cleaned  easily  and  re-used  but 
colostomy  bags  are  usually  discarded  after 
one  use  as  it  is  more  difficult  to  free  them 
completely  from  particles  of  solid  matter. 
Deodorants  (see  p  666)  may  be  added  to 
the  bag  but  opinions  seem  to  vary  as  to 
their  effectiveness.  Some  patients  prefer  to 
manage  without,  others  may  put  charcoal 
tablets  in  the  bag. 

The  importance  of  selecting  the  correct 
appliance  cannot  be  overstressed.  Some 
appliance  manufacturers  operate  an  in- 
dependent advisory  service  free  of  charge, 
with  fitting  services  throughout  the  UK. 

These  companies  are  also  contracted 
with  the  Department  of  Health  to  fit  the 
patient  at  the  hospital.  Stoma  clinics  are 
being  established  throughout  the  country 
run  by  trained  stomatherapists,  with 
assistance  from  the  manufacturer's  experts. 
The  Drug  Tariff  requires  that  the  original 
apparatus  is  supplied  under  the  hospital 
and  specialist  service  and  that  prescrip- 
tions ordeiing  replacement  of  a  complete 
apparatus  may  only  be  accepted  by  a  con- 
tractor who  will  carry  out  the  measure- 
ment, fitting  and  supply. 

The  pharmacist  confronted  with  any 
problems  over  supplies  should  enlist  the 
services  of  a  reliable  fitting  organisation. 
The  passing  on  of  an  EC10  prescription 
to  such  a  company  should  provoke  im- 
mediate despatch  of  the  correct  items. 

Useful  addresses 

The  help  and  advice  of  the  Colostomy 
Welfare  Group  is  available  to  all  people 
with  a  colostomy.  This  group  was  formed 
in  1967  and  is  supported  entirely  by 
voluntary  contributions.  The  head  office  is 
at  38,  Eccleston  Square,  London  SW1. 
Patients  are  advised  by  personal  visit 
wherever  possible  bv  welfare  visitors, 
many  of  whom  are  volunteers  giving  their 
services  free.  All  have  a  colostomy  them- 
selves and  so  are  able  to  give  information 
from  persona]  experience.  In  areas  too  far 
from  the  main  or  regional  offices  advice 
is  given  by  post.  In  all  cases  the  service  is 
free  and  without  obligation  to  those  with 
a  colostomy.

There  are  about  230  firms  contracted  with 
the  Department  of  Health  to  supply 
ostomy  appliances.  The  list  below  out- 
lines the  equipment  available  from  the 
main  manufacturers  for  supply  on  NHS 
prescription. 

In  addition  to  repairs  and  replacements 
of  belts  and  bags,  the  Drug  Tariff  includes 
these  parts:  flange,  pressure  plate,  body 
shield,  foam  pad,  double-sided  plaster, 
adhesive  disc,  bag  closing  clip,  washer, 
wash-out  apparatus. 

The  list  of  borderline  substances  classi- 
fies the  following  accessories  as  drugs 
when  prescribed  for  patients  with  ileosto- 
mies or  colostomies:  Amplex  clinical 
deodorant  tablets,  Amplexol,  Chiron 
deodorising  cleanser,  Dor,  No  Roma, 
Nilodor,  Kerodex  Double  Seven  barrier 
cream.  These  products  have  been  con- 
sidered specifically  by  the  committee 
chaired  by  Professor  B.  Clayton  which 
advises  when  "borderline"  preparations  are 
to  be  regarded  as  drugs.  There  seems  to 
be  no  reason  why  a  doctor  should  not  pre- 
scribe any  other  brand  of  deodorant  or 
barrier  cream  if  he  feels  it  is  necessary  for 
the  patient,  but  he  may  be  asked  to  justify 
his  decision.

Business  Q& A 


//  /  sell  my  business  for  shares  in 
another  company,  do  I  have  to 
pay  capital  gains  tax  please? 

Assuming  that  your  business  is  a  company 
and  you  propose  to  exchange  your  shares 
for  shares  in  the  purchasing  company  no 
capital  gains  tax  will  be  chargeable.  If 
you  receive  any  cash  in  the  transaction  a 
gain  will  arise  on  the  casn  proportion  of 
the  purchase  price. 

If  I  retire  what  relief  from  capital 
gams  tax  is  there  when  I  sell  my 
business? 

You  are  entitled  to  exemption  from  tax 
on  £10,000  of  capital  gains  provided  you 
are  65  years  old.  If  you  are  less  than  65 
your  exemption  is  reduced  by  £2,000  for 
each  year  of  your  age  below  65.  The 
exemption  relates  to  gains  on  business 
assets  only  and  not  to  gains  on  sales  of 
shares  and  the  like. 

We  have  closed  down  a  branch 
and  the  Inspector  of  Taxes  is  now 
attempting  to  treat  this  as  a 
cessation  of  part  of  our  business, 
with  the  result  that  our  tax  liability 
is  increased.  Is  this  correct 
please? 

There  is  considerable  doubt  as  to  the 
correctness  of  treating  the  closing  of  a 
branch  as  the  cessation  of  trade.  If  this  is 
the  case,  the  Inspector  is  correct;  but  it 
would  seem  that  the  closing  of  a  branch 
merely  represents  a  contraction  of  busi- 
ness. If  this  can  be  shown  to  be  the  case, 
the  Inspector  is  wong  and  should  be 
resisted. 

My  wife  and  I  are  the  only  direc- 
tors and  shareholders  in  a  phar- 
macy doing  a  substantial  busi- 
ness. The  lease  on  the  premises 
has  over  80  years  to  run  and 
should  have  a  considerable  value. 
If  we  decide  to  retire,  would  it  be 
possible  for  the  lease  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  our  names  and  the  busi- 
ness to  be  sold  separately?  We 
could  then  receive  the  rent  which 
would  be  the  eauivalent  of  a 
pension.  Or,  would  it  be  better  to 
sell  the  shares  in  the  comoanv 
and  invest  the  monev?  The  last  of 
the  shares  were  purchased  over 
ten  years  aao.  Would  anv  capital 
aains  tax  be  incurred?  We  are 
both  over  60  years  of  aoe. 

You  give  no  figures  so  that  it  is  impossible 
to  advise  you  with  anv  precision.  Tf.  how- 
ever, the  premises  were  transferred  from 
vour  company  to  vou  personally,  the  com- 
pany would  probably  have  a  liability  for 
capital  gains  tax  on  the  disposal.  Tf  the 
comoanv  then  sold  the  business,  this  too 
could  give  rise  to  a  liability  on  the  dis- 
posal of  goodwill,  and  if  vou  then  wound 
up  the  company  you  could,  subject  to  re- 
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tirement  relief,  have  a  personal  capitall 
gains  tax  liability  in  respect  of  the  repay- 
ment of  capital  on  your  shares. 

There  are  two  possibilities  which  offer  -' 
better  prospects.  Firstly,  you  could  sell  the! 
shares  in  the  company  as  you  suggest.1 
This  would  give  rise  to  one  capital  gains I 
tax  liability  on  the  disposal  and  would 
almost  certainly  be  very  much  less  costlyl 
than  the  previous  method.  The  second! 
possibility  is  that  the  company  could  sell] 
the  business  and  grant  a  sublease  to  the il 
new  proprietors.  It  would  then  have  a] 
liability  on  the  disposal  of  goodwill,  but] 
would  have  retained  the  lease.  The  com-j 
pany  could  then  invest  its  surplus  funds! 
and  you  could  be  paid  from  the  rent  plus] 
the  investment  income.  This  is  probably] 
the  best  solution  but  the  absence  of  ] 
figures  makes  it  impossible  to  be  precise.  1

£2,000  of  capital  gains  on  the  sale  of  1 
business  assets  for  each  year  in  excess  of] 
60  years  of  age  up  to  a  maximum  of  J 
£10,000  for  each  full-time  working  direc-1 
tor,  and  the  business  must  be  owned  for  ] 
ten  years. 

/  have  been  employed  by  my  com- 
pany for  about  20  years.  I  have 
foregone  part  of  my  pension  fo 
provide  a  pension  for  my  wife  in  I 
the  event  of  my  early  death.  Hadi 
I  been  with  the  firm  longer  my\{ 
pension,  subject  to  my  wife's  I 
rights  would  have  been  about  \ 
two-thirds  of  final  salary.  As  it  is 
it  will  be  about  half  of  final  salary,  j 
Is  there  any  suggestion  you  can 
make  to  increase  this  please. 

It  is  not,  of  course,  possible  to  be  precise 
without  full  details  of  the  superannuation 
scheme  in  question.  You  are  probably  en- 
titled to  commute  a  quarter  of  your  pen- 
sion for  a  cash  sum.  If  you  make  use 
of  this  right  and  use  the  proceeds  to  pur- 
chase an  annuity,  you  will  probably  find 
that  the  present  high  interest  rates  will 
enable  you  to  increase  the  sum  available 
each  year  quite  considerably. 

/  am  likely  to  have  a  compulsory 
sale  order  served  on  me.  I  under- 
stand that  if  I  try  to  sell,  without 
success,  before  this  order  is  ore- 
sented.  the  valuer  or  solicitor  can  | 
serve  a  bliaht  notice  on  the  cor-ti 
poration.  If  I  decide  to  do  this,  j 
would  I  be  liable  to  pay  5  per  cent  j 
commission  to  the  valuer  on  the  \ 
total  value  received  for  the  build- 
ing? 

If  a  compulsory  purchase  order  is  made  j 
the  surveyor's  fees  will  be  payable  bv  the 
council.  Similarly  if  the  property  is  the 
subject  or  is  included  in  properties  which  i 
are  subject  to  a  resolution  by  the  council  j 
you  can  require  the  council  to  treat  with  i 
you  and  the  survevor's  fees  will  be  pay- 
able by  the  council. 

If  there  is  no  CPO  or  resolution,  but  the 
council  is  known  to  be  interested  there  is 
no  legal  obligation  upon  the  council  to  j 
act  in  this  way.  Nevertheless,  many  coun- 
cils in  these  circumstances  would  be  pre- 
pared to  treat  and  would  probably  meet 
the  survevor's  fees.

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Study  shows 
small  risk 
with  pill' 

Some  of  the  most  widely-reported  adverse 
reactions  to  oral  contraceptives  are  thought 
largely  to  be  due  to  "biased  over-reporting 
by  women"  anxious  about  possible  effects 
and  not  to  any  pharmacological  action, 
according  to  a  report  published  this  week. 
Such  reactions  are  given  as  migraine  and 
headache,  vaginal  discharge,  depression 
and  loss  of  libido. 

Oral  Contraceptives  and  Health  is  an 
interim  report  from  the  Oral  Contracep- 
tives Study  of  the  Royal  College  of 
General  Practitioners  and  is  published  by 
Pitman  Medical  Publishing  Co  Ltd,  Pit- 
man House,  Parker  Street,  Kingsway, 
London  WC2B  5PB,  at  £2  50.  The  report 
is  based  on  a  survey  of  46,000  women 
since  1968  and  involved  1,400  general 
practitioners.  The  women  were  divided 
into  those  taking  oral  contraceptives  and 
a  control  group  matched  for  age  and 
marital  status  with  the  takers.  The  results 
were  analysed  on  a  computer  by  Dr 
Clifford  Kay,  a  Manchester  general 
practitioner. 

Not  one  previously  unsuspected  impor- 
tant adverse  effect  of  oral  contraceptives 
was  revealed  by  the  study  and  several 
suspected  risks  were  shown  to  be  small  or 
non-existent.  The  study's  findings  include: 

□  The  survey  found  no  evidence  that  the 
"pill"  is  associated  with  any  cancers,  in- 
cluding those  of  the  breast  and  cervix. 

Q  There  are  29  per  cent  fewer  reports  of 
pre-menstrual  tension  among  takers  — 
but  there  may  be  under-reporting  by 
takers  and  their  doctors  because  they  do 
not  expect  symptoms  to  occur. 

□  Reported  incidents  of  neurotic  depres- 
sion are  30  per  cent  higher  among  takers 
but  "substantial  bias  is  likely  to  be  present 
and  the  real  increased  risk  of  depression 
may  be  much  smaller".  The  maximum  risk 
could  be  22  per  1,000  users  a  year. 

□  It  is  well  known  that  the  "pill"  can  lead 
to  an  increase  in  blood  pressure,  and  the 
survey  found  essential  hypertension  (high 
blood  pressure  of  unknown  origin)  was 
reported  more  frequently  in  takers.  But  the 
"pill's"  effects  seem  to  be  long-term:  "the 
excess  incidence  in  the  first  year  of  oral 
contraceptive  usage  is  very  small  and,  in- 
deed, may  not  be  increased  at  all."  The 
number  of  cases  rises  with  the  length  of 
time  women  are  on  the  "pill"  and  with 
their  age :  in  the  fifth  year  of  use  the  rate 
is  two  to  two-and-a-half  times  as  high  as 
in  the  first  year.  The  progestogen  com- 
ponent of  the  "pill"  may  be  responsible 
and  should  be  further  investigated.  But  less 
than  one  per  cent  of  takers  in  the  first  year 
developed  hypertension  and  the  report 
says  that  95  per  cent  of  takers  will  not 
have  hypertension  after  five  years'  use  — 
and  it  is  impossible  reliably  to  identify  the 
other  five  per  cent  in  advance.  So  the  re- 
port suggests:  "the  development  of  hyper- 


tension in  a  small  proportion  of  users  does 
not  justify  withdrawing  patients  from  the 
"pill"  routinely  every  few  years  to  give 
them  a  break  from  usage." 

□  The  survey  confirms  the  increased  in- 
cidence of  one  of  the  most  serious  adverse 
effects  associated  with  the  "pill",  deep  v:ii 
thrombosis  of  the  leg.  It  is  reported  five 
to  six  times  more  often  in  users  than  in 
the  controls  but  the  incidence  is  reduced 
by  about  25  per  cent  if  oral  contraceptives 
containing  a  lower  dosage  of  oestrogen  are 
used.  The  risk  attributable  is  approxi- 
mately 81  cases  in  every  100,000  users  a 
year  on  low-dose  oestrogen  "pills"  and 
112  per  100,000  per  year  on  higher  doses. 

□  For  superficial  venous  thrombosis,  users 
run  a  50  per  cent  higher  risk  than  non- 
users.  The  attributable  risk  for  women  on 
low-dose  "pills"  is  30  cases  per  100,000 
users  per  year. 

□  Oral  contraceptives  seem  to  make  little 
or  no  difference  as  far  as  varicose  veins  or 
haemorrhoids  are  concerned. 

□  The  study  confirms  a  higher  incidence 
of  gallbladder  disease,  probably  related 
to  progestogens  in  the  "pill",  and  of 
pruritus. 

□  Reported  cases  of  urinary  tract  infec- 
tions were  20  to  50  per  cent  higher  in 
takers  and  this  could  be  due  to  the  oestro- 
gens  in  the  "pill"  or  to  increased  sexual 
activity  among  users. 

□  Oral  contraceptives  have  beneficial 
effects  on  menstrual  disorders  although 
they  are  not  completely  eliminated. 
Dysmenorrhoea  is  reduced  by  63  per  cent. 

□  A  change  in  the  distribution  of  boils 
and  carbuncles,  but  no  overall  increase, 
could  be  associated  with  the  "pill".  There 
is  an  increase  in  eczema  and  related  skin 
problems,  but  much  of  this  is  probably 
due  to  over-reporting  by  takers.  Sufferers 
from  acne  benefit  from  the  "pill". 

□  There  is  no  evidence  that  the  concep- 
tion rate  for  women  in  the  two  years  after 
they  have  stopped  taking  the  "pill"  differs 
significantly  between  ex-takers  and  women 
who  have  never  used  oral  contraceptives. 

□  There  is  no  evidence  of  any  effect  on 
a  woman's  fertility  because  she  has  pre- 
viously used  the  "pill".  There  is  probably 
however,  a  delay  in  conception  for  some 
for  the  first  three  months  after  use. 

□  The  overall  failure  rate  was  0-34  un- 
planned pregnancies  per  100  women-years. 

Dr  Kay  said  on  Tuesday  he  believed 
that  oral  contraceptives  would  have  to 
remain  available  on  prescription  only  as  a 
rise  in  blood  pressure,  one  of  the  possible 
hazards,  was  not  a  health  hazard  as  long 
as  it  was  checked  from  time  to  time;  he 
did  not  think  there  would  be  proper  use 
unless  there  was  effective  counselling  when 
the  woman  was  first  put  on  an  oral  contra- 
ceptive; and  if  oral  contraceptives  were 
available  off  prescription,  any  method  of 
monitoring  their  effects  would  be  lost.  He 
personally  thought,  however,  that  properly 
trained  nurses  could  check  blood  pressure 
and  undertake  the  counselling. 

The  Family  Planning  Association  wel- 
comed the  report  and  drew  attention  to  the 
significance  of  its  findings  of  the  minimal 
risk  to  women,  compared  to  the  advan- 
tages. FPA  chief  medical  officer,  Dr 
Michael  Smith,  said  that  he  thought  the 
report  should  lead  to  a  considerable  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  fertile  women 
using  the  "pill"  and  assuage  the  fears  some 
GPs  have  felt  in  prescribing  it  in  the  past.

Toiletries  labelling 

The  interest  of  Mrs  Joyce  Butler  MP  in 
the  labelling  of  toiletries  started  when  a 
chemist  suggested  a  new  lipstick  she  was 
using,  which  made  her  mouth  feel  dry, 
contained  an  ingredient  which  did  not 
suit  her,  she  told  the  Commons  last  week. 

Presenting  the  Labelling  of  Toilet  Prep- 
arations Bill  for  first  reading,  Mrs  Butler 
added  that  she  changed  to  another  brand. 
But  in  doing  so,  she  was  "acting  blindfold" 
as  she  could  not  find  a  list  of  ingredients 
contained  in  the  lipsticks.  Since  then  she 
had  found  it  to  be  a  "common  experience" 
with  cosmetic  users. 

As  a  result  of  the  deaths  of  babies  in 
France  following  the  excessive  use  of  hex- 
achlorophene  in  baby  powder,  there  was 
now  a  voluntary  limitation  to  what  was 
believed  to  be  a  safe  level  in  toilet  prep- 
arations for  general  use,  but  there  was 
still  no  indication  on  the  label  of  products 
containing  hexachlorophene.  An  EEC 
draft  document,  which  recommended  that 
all  appropriate  toiletries  should  be  label- 
led :  "Containing  hexachlorophene,  not  for 
use  on  children  below  the  age  of  10," 
was,  Mrs  Butler  believed,  "a  step  in  the 
right  direction."  The  public  were  quick  to 
learn  the  name  of  a  chemical  which  upset 
them,  she  said.  The  Bill  is  due  to  come 
up  for  second  reading  on  June  21. 

Efficacy  to  be  reviewed? 

Dr  David  Owen,  Under  Secretary  of 
State,  Department  of  Health,  announced 
in  the  Commons  last  week  that  he  was 
considering  arrangements  for  a  review  of 
the  efficacy  of  medicines. 

Answering  a  written  question,  Dr  Owen 
said  that  products  marketed  in  the  UK 
before  1971  were  granted  licences  of  right. 
"We  have  at  present,  I  regret  to  say,  all 
too  little  knowledge  of  the  efficacy  of  these 
products  although  in  due  course  they  will 
be  examined  for  safety,  efficacy  and 
quality,"  he  stated. 

The  US  Food  and  Drug  Administra- 
tion's 1970  list  of  "Dangerous  and  Ineffec- 
tive Drugs"  was  considered  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Safety  of  Drugs  in  1971.  The 
Committee's  conclusion  was  that  on  the 
evidence  available,  those  products  on  sale 
directly  to  the  public  did  not  present  any 
hazard  serious  enough  to  justify  their 
withdrawal  from  the  market. 

Answering  a  further  question,  Dr  Owen 
said  that  a  search  in  1970  revealed  that 
90  products,  similar  to  those  on  the  FDA 
list,  were  available  in  Britain.  Supplying 
these  products  through  chemists  cost  about 
£2,700,000  in  1973.  Of  the  90,  71  were 
combinations  of  drugs  where  the  efficacy 
of  the  constituents  were  not  questioned 
but  where  specific  evidence  of  usefulness 
of  the  particular  combination  was  lacking. 
The  remaining  19  were  rated  as  ineffica- 
cious in  themselves  and  they  cost  the  NHS 
through  chemists  £68,000.

Boots'  profits  rise  £7m 
but  merger  is  off 

Net  world  sales  of  the  Boots  Co  Ltd  for 
the  year  ended  March  31  was  £414-19m 
(against  £341-54m  in  the  previous  year) 
after  deduction  of  VAT  (purchase  tax 
previously). 

The  profit  before  tax  rose  to  £63-72m 
(from  £56-72m)  and  tax  takes  £32-80m 
(£22-81m). 

The  final  dividend  of  2  6557p  makes  the 
net  total  for  the  year  4  1257p  (3-6875p  in 
1973). 

On  the  same  day  as  Boots  published 
their  figures  Parliament  was  told  that  the 
merger  between  them  and  House  of  Fraser 
Ltd  would  not  be  permitted.  In  a  written 
reply  on  May  14  Mr  Alan  Williams, 
Minister  of  State,  Department  of  Prices 
and  Consumer  Protection  said:  "The 
Monopolies  and  Mergers  Commission 
have  concluded  that  the  merger  might  be 
expected  to  operate  against  the  public 
interest  in  that  it  would  lead  to  a  less 
efficient  use  of  resources  than  would  other- 
wise obtain.  The  Commission  were  unable 
to  recommend  any  action  which  would 
prevent  this  adverse  effect  and,  accordingly, 
recommended  that  the  merger  should  not 
be  permitted."  The  Commission's  con- 
clusion had  been  accepted  by  the  Depart- 
ment, he  added. 

It  was  early  in  November  1973  Boots 
announced  that  negotiations  had  been 
completed  for  a  merger  with  House  of 
Fraser,  to  be  accomplished  by  Boots' 
offering  to  purchase  Fraser's  ordinary 
shares  for  a  consideration  combining  cash. 
Boots  ordinary  shares  and  Boots'  conver- 
tible loan  stock.  The  merger  involved  the 
taking  over  of  a  company  with  total  assets 
valued  in  excess  of  £5m.  The  merger  pro- 
posal was  referred  to  the  Commission  for 
investigation  on  November  27,  1973  and 
acked  to  report  within  a  period  of  five 
months  from  the  date  of  the  reference  but, 
after  representations  from  the  Commission 
that  special  reasons  existed  why  they  were 
unable  to  make  their  report  by  April  27. 
the  period  was  extended  by  two  months. 

The  full  report  is  expected  in  about  two 
weeks'  time. 

I  CI  pharmaceuticals 
for  Japan 

Imperial  Chemical  Industries  Ltd  and 
Sumitomo  Chemical  Co  Ltd  have  agreed, 
subject  to  Japanese  Government  approval, 
to  form  a  joint  company  in  Japan,  ICI- 
Pharma  Ltd,  which  will  have  the  right  to 
import,  manufacture  and  sell  ICI's  pharm- 
aceutical products  in  that  country.  This 
new  arrangement  strengthens  an  already 
close  association  with  Sumitomo  which 
has  existed  in  the  pharmaceutical  sector 
for  many  years. 

The  initial  capital  of  ICI-Pharma  will 
be  Yen600m  (approximately  £lm)  and 
will  be  subscribed  to  equally  by  ICI  and 


Sumitomo.  It  is  planned  that  ICTPharma 
will  commence  operating  in  October  with 
an  initial  staff  of  approximately  120,  which 
will  include  a  selling  force  of  80.  Sales 
of  ICI's  pharmaceutical  products  which 
have  made  substantial  progress  in  recent 
years,  are  expected  to  exceed  £20m  in  the 
Japanese  market  by  1980. 

Expanding  overseas  business  for  the 
ICI  group  as  a  whole  helped  ICI's  taxable 
profit  to  an  unexpectedly  high  peak  of 
£122m  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year — 
almost  double  the  £63m  for  the  first 
quarter  of  1973.  Group  sales  at  £661m 
were  up  36  per  cent;  those  attributed  to 
overseas  markets  being  up  45  per  cent  at 
£388m. 

About  two-thirds  of  the  record  group 
profits  in  the  first  quarter  arose  from 
business  overseas,  especially  exports  from 
the  UK,  on  which  margins  were  substan- 
tially higher  than  on  home  sales. 

CIBA-Geigy's  accounts 
hit  by  currency  rates 

Group  sales  of  CIBA-Geigy  Ltd,  Basle, 
Switzerland,  were  up  by  only  1  per  cent 
in  1973  to  Sw  Frs8,154m,  compared  with  a 
14  per  cent  increase  which  would  have 
been  booked  if  Swiss-Franc  parities  had 
remained  unchanged.
